Gravel removal has been a problem with this 
town for some time. However, the situation is 
not without parallel, this problem having come 
up from time to time since the 1700's through- 
out the Commonwealth. A recent article in the 
Boston Globe describing the problems of gravel 
removal in Boston in I@I0 can best be adapted 
to our local situation, as follows: 

(reprint from the poston Globe) 


John Hancock's heirs were,

in the governor's lifetime 
there had been question. of 
what he and what the town 
owned. : 

The Selectmen, being in- 
formed on 9 September 1807 
that “the Heirs of Governor 
Hancock had signified their 
intention to enter ‘into the 
inclosed part of Beacon Hill 
tomorrow morning to dig 
‘away the earth and take pos- 
session, the Chairman (Bul- 
finch), Mr. Oliver & Mr. 
Wright were appointed a 
Committee to repair to the 
Hill, with Peace Officers & 
proper Witnesses to main- 
tain the Towns rights and 
any encroachment thereon.” 

The extended litigation that 
followed resulted in a victory 
for the Hancock heirs, who in 
1810 were employing “a num- 
ber of persons in digging and 
carting away their land on 
Beacon Hill.” A town commit- 


tee charged with staking out 
the six-rod square on the sum- 
mit and the 30-foot passage 
leading to it, which indubitably 
belonged to the town, found 
in December, 1810, that “a 
large portion of the northeast 
corner of the land had caved 
away... and that on the 
southwest corner about 15 feet 
at the extreme angle had been 
taken away by Messrs. Han- 
cock.” 

Maintaining the summit of 
a hill when it approaches are 
being undermined is no easy 
task. Moreover, as the town 
was feeling poor in the Spring 
of 1811, it voted to sell various 
town lands to decrease its debts 
to banks. 

Thus at a public auction on 
20 June, 1811, the Hancock 
heirs bought the six-rod square 
at the summit of Beacon Hill 
for $9300 and proceeded to its 
demolition,

PLAN TO PROTECT GARDEN, 
FROM WINTER'S DAMAGE 
Planting, first frost clean- 
up and protection of peren- 
nials are the areas for home 
gardeners to think about as 


the time nears to get gardens 


ready for the winter. 

Early fall planting of shade 
trees, shrubs and evergreens 
is essential to produce root 
growth before the ground 
freezes, says Harold E. Mosher, 
Extension specialist in home 
horticulture, University of 
Massachusetts. “ 

Spring flowering bulbs should 

be planted as early in the 
fall as they can be obtained 
according to Mosher. 

Crocus, Daffodils, Tulip, Nar- 
cissus,Squill and Hyacinth are 
a few of the bulbs suggested 
for early fall planting. 

When the first frost arrives” 
it will kild the top growth of 
certain tender plants, while 
hardy plants may withstand a 
series of light freezes suc- 
cumbing only to a deep freeze. 
Regardless of the situation, 
Mosher suggests that the dead 
top growth be removed because 
it provides an excellent hid- 
ing place for plant diseases 
and insects. 

He also cautions home gar- 
deners about composting any 
plants known to have a certain 
disease or insect problem. 
“tts far better to burn the 
infected plant,’’he says. 

After the first frost is the 
ideal time to remove weeds * 
before they go to seed. It is 
also the best time to compost 
leaves--making certain to re- 
move all leaves from the lawn 
‘so that grass is not smothered.
